Will Blacks in America | 


ver Unite Upon

After over 350 years in America, 
Blacks still have not decided 
whether to collectively pursue inte- 
gration or separation from the main- 
stream as the means of achieving 
functional freedom and self- 
determination. The dominant incli- 
nation toward either path has vacil- 
lated like a see-saw since the 
formation of the United States. In 
the same way that integrationist 
sentiments, historically, have 
always corresponded with periodic 
demonstrations ot receptiveness by, 


whites, separatist factions tend to 
arise inreaction to white rejection. It 
seems unfortunate, however, even 
ironic, that in striving for their free- 
dom, a: condition in which some 
measure of self-determination is 
inherent, Black people should 
choose their path according to the 
whims of their oppressors. Perhaps 
an examination of this trend through 
the history of Blacks in America dur- 
ing slavery and after wil itlumine the 
problem, its growing complexity 
and what strategies could be 
implemented for combating it. 

The era during and shortly atter 
the American Revolution and its 
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The bitter presidential primaries aré 
over. Within a week, the Republican 
National Convention will convene in 
Detroit. The Republican nominee of 
course, will be Ronald Reagan, a former 
movie star and former governor of Cali- 
fornia.

In-the-primary-campaigns, neither one 
of the two surviving candidates made any 
noticeable effort to gasner the Black vote. 
Other than some Black Congressmen 
who furnished side show acts for Senator 
Kennedy, no- Negroes were noticeably 
active in any of the candidates cam- 
paigns. And, none of the candidates 
really committed himself to any demand 
of our pedple. Whatever part Negroes

This, plus the refusal of 
Negro voters to support their own candi- 
dates, is causing: many White politicians 
to reassess their position as to whether 
the Black vote is worth going after. This is 
what is happening now in many counties 
in Ohio. 

Perhaps the years of docility on the part 
of Black Democrats have paralyzed their 
ability to think intelligently on the impor-

Awakening Negroes to these indigni- 
ties has been most frustrating. It seems 
that when election day comes around we 
lose all of our manhood and racial loyal- 
ties. We vote blindly and then complain 
about how'they are treating us 
afterwards. 

This year's elections are going to set 
the pattern for the eighties. If, as it now 
appears, both political parties write off 
the Negro vote, you are going to see a big 
resurgence of racism all over the United 
States. 

The road for Black progress has always 
been blocked. The only time we have 
made progress is:when we have detoured 
around thent. The time has come forthe 
Negro to stop and face facts: We progress 
only when we are willing to fight for our 
rights. When you are taken for granted, 
you are in trouble. This certainly seems to 
be where we are now in American politics: 
We have the voting power, but it's no 


good unless we use it.
